CORPORATIONS VS. PEOPLE. 

The campaign for the enforcement of law inaugurated by the proceedings 
brought against the Northern Securities merger and continued by the prosecu- 
tion of the Beef, Tobacco and other trusts, is gradually shaping things politi- 
cal for 1903. Prodded by the President, and pressed by the Department of 
Justice, corporations are preparing to defend their interests by nominating a j 
presidential can didateand planning for a larger representation in Congress. So 
confident are they of success that a prominent corporation official has not hesi- 
f^ated to say of the President : “He has given us of his advice most generously 
on every subject from the size of our families to the mistakes of the Federal 
judges ; he and his subordinates have interested themselves in our affairs to an 
extent unprecedented in the history of our government,” 

Fostered by a protected tariff, the moneyed and corporate interests of this 
country have grown so strong that they observe law when convenient, but 
violate it when their purposes require. They have pursued this course . because 
they could do so, they owning legislators and controlling judges. They are 
unwilling to distinguish between interference with such course and investiga- 
tion of their businesses. What is more to the point they do not propose to 
distinguish, in evidence of which purpose they not only boldly criticise the 
President, but openly declare their intention of securing the election of a suc- 
cessor who will recognize their “rights” and “privileges.” In other words, 
they serve notice that the next presidential campaign will be fought on the 
issue of the corporations vs. the people. 

This is the first time in the history of the country that money has opposed 
itself avowedly and openly to the people themselves. The campaign of 1892 
presented conditions leading to the suspicion that corporate interests were 
taking a very interested part in the election. The campaign of 1896 in a large 
measure sustained the charge that corporate interests were behind the Repub- 
lican candidate, although at that time conditions existed which seemed to de- 
prive that charge of the force and influence it might otherwise have had. Dur- 
ing the campaign of 19(X) the same conditions were accentuated so that the 
people were given little opportunity to register the protest that they otherwise 
would have made. President Roosevelt declines to run again, that suits them, 
for he has been a sad disappointment to the trusts and corporations. Another 
man must be elected. The corporations propose to have their innings. 

With notice served so far in advance by the corporations, the’people, the rea 
rulers, ought to be able to demonstrate their power to continue the campaign 
of law enforcement now fully inaugurated. If they fully understand the politi- 
cal conditions, there is no doubt they will do so. That they do understand them 
should be the purpose of every intelligent patriot, for the issue of 1903 will 
be of supreme importance to the general welfare. It is bound to be«Ta Demo- 
cratic year for the^Democratic party is the peoples party.

MUST HAVE AMOUNTED TO MILLIONS. 

It now appears that Fields, thel-lobby agent of the Mutual Life InsurariCe 
Company, will be asked to acrount for the expenditure^of almost $2,000,0(0 
for political purposes. For. the Lord’s sake! how much'*did Cortelyou ar.d 
Babcock get of the funds that should have been sacred to the widows and 
orphans of policy holders? And with the other insurance companies and the 
trusts and railroads still to hear from, the amount received by the chairman of 
the Republican national and congressional committees must have amounted to 
many millions. No wonder the Democrats were defeated. The worst of it is 
that the election of President Roosevelt is stained with these tainted millions 
of which no restitution has been made to the real owners.

FIRST POLITICAL MOVE DUE TO EARTHQUAKE. 

Bills have been introduced in Congress suspending for one year the duties 
on structional steel and other necessary materials for use in the construction 
of buildings in San Francisco and other Pacific coast cities affected by the re- 
cent disasters. This is the first political movement due to the earthqual e 

If the stand-patters have vtheir way these bills will be defeated, on the 
principle that there must be no crack in the Dingle tariff wall, lest the people 
should discover that it was not of divine origin. It is all right to give money 
after it has been collected from the people by taxation, but it wouldbe sacrilege 
to allow anybody to buy steel and lumber not protected by a tariff tax.

A TOIiPEDO BOAT 

Which lluns Wi hout a Captain 
Or a Crew. 

An engine of death, the wireless 
torpedo boat, which will in probability 
“evolutionize the navies of the world 
and make the extended coast line ol 
the United States impregnable from 
attack by a foreign foe in time of war, 
is the invention of Charles E. Allen, 
:he well-known New York sculptor, but 
who is now experimenting at his sum- 
ner home at Cottage City, on. the 
island of Martha’s Vineyard. 

A boat without a crew, handled from 
Lhe shore by a mysterious apparatus, 
che work of the inventor, and doing 
everything that the latest improved 
type of torpedo boat is capable fas 
far as the eye can see from shore, has 
been successfully operated by Mr. 
Alden. 

Obedient to the Hertzian waves used 
in the different systems of wireless 
telegraphy, this boat weighs its own 
anchor, blows its own whistle, starts 
its propeller, turns to starboard or 
port or keeps a straight course ahead, 
turns its searchlight, fires a cannon in 
its bow, drops and hoists its anchor, 
stops, backs and goes ahead again, 

I lights signals, and discharges a torpedo 
from its tubes. Such are the tings 
Mr. Alden’s boat has accomplished. 

The device of Mr. Alden is compar- 
tively simple. By putting the several 
forces of wireless telegrapehy together 
he can stand on the shore with his 
transmitting apparatus, launch this en- 
gine of death, and, with a touch here I 
and there on the instrument, like work- 
ing a typewriter, transmit electric im- } 
pulses through the ether by ether alone 
to the torpedo boat. I 

Speaking of his great invention, Mr. ! 
Alden said: “The idea came tome 
while standing on a pier of Cottage 
City during the summer of 1900, and 1 1 
at once went to work to put this idea 
into reality, with what succ ess t he pub- ' 
lie can determine.” 7^^ | 

Mr. Alden said that the practical uses 
of the wireless boat were innumerable, | 
and could not at the present time be 
estimated. | 

The inventor was born in Boston, Sep- 
tember, 14, 1864. Since finishing 

school he has lived the life of an art 
student, traveler and student of sci- 
ence. He "ecame a resident of New 
York city, which for years he made 
his headquarters. | 

At tfie time when the invention was 
a remote possibility, naval experts had 
the utmost confidence and gave their 
opinion as to the success of the boat. 
Lieutenant Van Duzer, one of the best 
known authorities on naval welfare in 
this country, and who has worked much 
on matters of this nature, says : 

“There is no special difficulty in 
making a boat of this kind. The chief 
trouble is in the steering apparatus on 
such boats. 1 have seen boats go 
straight ahead for a distance, but that’s 
all.
